Secretary Asserts That, 
Though War Is Over, 
Great Navy Will Be Re- 
quired for National and 
International Work. 


BRILLIANT WAR RECORD

Washington, December 8.—With a 
story of brilliant achievement of the 
American navy in the war, Secre- 
tary Daniels couples, in his annual 
report, made public today, an urgent 
recommendation for continued naval 
expansion to meet the demands of 
peace for national and international 
work on the seas. , 

Through nearly-all of 144 printed 
pages the secretary tells in brief 
pyhrases of the navy’s part in the 
war, of the doing of the seemingly 
impossible through teamwork. He 
speaks of the mighty accomplish- 
ment of transporting two million 
men to France, without the loss of 
an’ eastbound troop ship through 
enemy actien, and he devotes a 
graphie chapter to the marine bri- 
gzade, which as all the world knows 
blocked the last Prussian advance 
on Paris, and started the German 
retreat that ended with the war. 

Forecast of Future Navy. 

This reference to the future con- 

cludes the report: 


“The day is not far distant when, Loss, 


the world will witness an end 
competitive building between na- 
tions of mighty weapons of war. In 
the peace treaty there will undoubt- 
edly be incorporated President Wil- 
son’s proposal for a reduction of 
armament ‘to the lowest point con- 
sistent with domestic safety.’ 

“Navies will still be needed as an 
international police force to compel 
compliance with the decree of an 
international tribunal which will be 
set up to decide differences between 
nations, Naval vessels will have 
large peace tasks of survey and 
discovery and protection in addi- 
tion to police duty of an interna- 
tional as well as of a national char- 
acter. 

“Inasmuch as the United States is 
the richest of the great nations and 
has suffered less in war than any 
of the allied powers, it will devolve 
upon this country to make a con- 
tribution to the navy to preserve the 
peace of the world commensurate 
with its wealth, its commerce, its 
growing and expanding merchant 
marine, and its leadership in the 
eguncil of free people. It is there- 
fore our duty now not, indeed, to 


enter upon any new and ambitious 
naval program, but to go forward 
steadily upon the lines of naval 
increase to which the country com- 
mitted itself by the adoption three 
years ago of the first far-reaching 
constructive naval program in the 
history of the republic. 

“Tl have recommended to this con- 
gress the adoption of another three- 
year program substantially like the 
one authorized in 1915. But the 
victory of the allies and the United 
States should, and will, I sincerely 
‘rust, within a few years make it 
no longer necessary for any nation 
inder whip and spur to burden its 
‘axpayers to undertake to build, in 
competitive construction, bigger 
fighting ships and more of them 
than any other nation can, con-

al Dentels shows that the new 
$600,000,000 three-year building pro- 
gram he has proposed will provide 
'56 additional naval ships, ten of 
them dreadnaughts and six battle 
cruisers, and the others to be in 
such distribution of approved types 
as the department may deem best. 

The Navy and the War. 

Taking up his story of the navy 
and the war, the secretary declares 
‘he service was “ready from stem 
to stern” when the United States 
entered the conflict. From the day 
when the first three-year program 
was adopted in 1916, he adds, “con- 
vress has given everything that 
could be desired to saarate the ef- 

s of the naval arm. 
“Sucuwert had been the navys 
slogan for five years, and it continued 
to be the war motto both at home 
and abroad. The striking success 
ef the navy is ascribed to this fact 
by Mr. Daniels, who continues: 

“Apparently there have been times 
whenasecretary of the nay seemed 
to find friction and lack of co-opera- 
tion among the officers around him. 
If that spirit ever existed in the 
Inited States navy, I can state with 
confidence and pride that there is 
now no vestige of it, and I firmly 
believe, from my experience, not 
only during the last year, but during 
the five years preceding, it will never 
return.”

Amsterdam, December 8.—The 
mental attitude is evidently still 
widely prevalent in Germany which 
persists in regarding the German 


army as unbeaten, or at least as 
“vanquished victors,” as a popular 
paradoxical German designation has 
it. This attitude is exemplified in 
the farewell proclamation to the in- 
habitants of the Rhinesland issued 
by General von Einem in evacuating 
the Rhine provinces. In this mes- 
Sage as quoted in a Coblenz dis- 
patch to The Dusseldorf Nachrichten, 
General von Einem said: 

“You desired to see the victorious 
army which protected the father- 
land for four and one-half years 
against all its enemies. You wished 
to see for yourselves whether our 
strength was broken and whether 
we remained true sons of German 
sires. The glorious reception given 
us, the display of flags, the greet- 
ings extended, are the best evi- 
dence that you are satisfied with 
us and that we have not disap- 
pointed your expectations. 

“We are proud of this, and we 
thank you. Although unfortunate 
circumstances brought the enemy 
into the land, he is not the victor 
in battle. Our hearts remain true 
to you and you belong to us. Re- 
main proud and German. Remem- 
ber the good repute and honor of 
the fatherland.” 

At Cologne and other places the 
departing troops, according to the 
local newspapers, have been given 
tremendous farewell receptions, at 
which their “glorious achievements” 
were recalled and “Deutschland 
uber Alles” sung. The soldiers were 
smothered with flowers and gifts, 
while the officers expressed to the 
people the hope that they would 
meet again soon.

He also served out people with distinction 
as judge of the superior courts of the Oc- 
mulgee judicial circuit, as atterney general 
of our state and as special counsel by ap- 
pointment of several governors in some of 
the state’s most important litigation. 

In these several undertakings he measured 
fully up to the demands of those lofty sta- 
tions and was at all times an upright and 
honest official. He was an ornamett to 
the profession of which~he was a member 
and a citizen of the highest type.

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Germans Shocked 
We hen Given Dose 
Of Own Medicine 


Belgians Enter Aijx-la- 
Chapelle and. Proclaim 
Rules Established by 
Germans in Brussels. 
Germans Vainly Protest. 


Aix-La-Chappelle Rhenish Prussia, 
December 8.—This large German 
city is not enthusiastic over the prop- 
osition of occupation by the allies. 
The yoke of martial law seemingly 
has galled the people, and there 
have been many signs of fretfulness, 

The populace was shocked beyond 
measure when the Belgians first en- 
tered the city and promulgated the 
iron-clad rules that civilians should 
leave sidewalks and uncover when 
Belgian officers approached, and 
that hostages should be given up. 
Their dignity was so hurt that they 
protested to the international armi- 
stice commission. Learning from 
the commission that the rules were 
exactly the same as those of the 
Germans at the time. of the occupa- 
tion of Brussels, the people received 
an additional shock. They consoled 
themselves, however, with the ar- 
gument that the Belgians ha& 
brought the rules down upon them- 
selves by firing upon the German 
troops while Aix-La-Chapelle never 
injured the Belgians. 

Belgians Modify Rules, 

The Belgians never intended to 
maintain these rules, and today an- 
other set, greatly modified, was is- 
sued. They are still stringent, but 
they eliminate the clauses compel- 
ling the inhabitants to quit the side- 
walks. 

The Belgians are making way for 
the French troops to take over the 
city and the populace is anxiously 
awaiting to see if it fares any bet- 
ter under the new regime. ; 

The new rules provide that nobody 
enter or leave the town without 


passports. They prohibit all meet- 
ings or assemblies and close all 
theaters and moving picture shows. 
Cafes and restaurants are péfmitted 
to remain open between the hours 
of 11 a. m. and 2 p. m. and be- 
oo ©. and 8. wv. m.

OF WIRE SYSTEMS 
BY THEODORE VAIL 


Burleson Is Told That 
Pooling Arrangement 
Can Be Accomplished 
Without Dismember- 
ment of Properties. 


CRISIS IS CLAIMED 
IN CABLE SITUATION 


Congestion Now the Rule.

Washington, December 8.—Pool- 
ing of the telephone and telegraph 
facilities of: the country on the one 
hand and the marine cable lines on 
the other, each with a comprehen- 
sive operating organization under a 
single executive head, is recom- 
mended to Postmaster General Bur- 
leson by Theodore N. Vail, presi- 
dent of the American Telegraph and 
Telephone company. 

In his letter, made public today, 
Mr. Vail said the pooling arrange- 
ment would be brought about with- 
out dismemberment of the proper- 
ties and in such a manner that they 
could be turned back to private 
owners at the expiration of the pe- 
riod of government control. 

“What should be done to create 
an ideal system,” said Mr. Vail, 
“cannot be done because of existing 
laws, nor would complete consoli- 
dation be justified since to undo 
such a consolidated system into its 
former units would lead to unwar- 
ranted waste. 

“There are, however, many things 


| which can be done which would not 


produce waste, and which might, by 
improvement of service help to fur- 
ther educate the public and create 
an actively favorable attitude to- 
ward some co-relation or co-ordi- 
nation of operation and service with 
the control and regulations and re- 
strictions, through some combina- 
tion of governmental authority and 
private ownership or oparation, re- 
taining all the advantages and in- 
centives of both.”

Paris, December 8.—Nine French 
prisoners were shot by the Germans 
and fifteen other prisoners seriously 
wounded at the prison camp in 
Langensalza, Prussian Saxony, the 
Spanish ambassodar at Berlin re- 
ports.

URGED BY BOURGEOIS, 
Paris, December &.—The Freffch 
Association for a Society of Nations, 
of which former Premier Leon Bour- 
geois is president, today adopted 
the following resolution, which For- 
eign Minister Pichon presented to 
Premier Clemenceau, who will re- 
ceive the committee when he re- 
turns from an icial visit to Al- 
sace: . 
“The allied nations each shall, be- 
fore the negotiation of peace, open- 
ly and solemnly affirm the principles 
of justice and right for which they 
have fought and which they are 
determined to apply in the treaty. 

“Conditions and fundamental reg- 
ulations for the organization of a 
society of nations shall be settled; 
the allies shall bind themselves to 
observe them among themselves 
forthwith and forever. 

“The treaty of peace shall include 
the obligations to which the allies 
submit for the maintenance of 
peace, notably obligatory arbitra- 
tion and limitation of armaments. 

“A universal conference will be 
held immediately after the treaty 
of peace is signed to establish the 
same regulationg between al] states 
called to form a part of the society 
of nations. This conference, after 
verifying the guarantees presented 
by each state shall decide on the 
admission of the state into the so- 
ciety of nations.”

Proclamation Issued for 


Christmas Roll -Call 

Week, December 16-23. 

Whole Human Family 

Needs Christmas Greet- 

ing. 

Washington, December 8.—Presi- 
dent Wilson, in a proclamation 
made public today, calls on every 
American to join the American Red 
Cross Christmas Roll Call week, 
December 16 to 23, “and thus send 
forth to the whole human family 
the Christmas greeting for which 
it awaits and for which it stands 
in greatest need.” The proclama- 
tion, prepared before the president 
departed for Europe, follows: 

The White House, Washing- 
ton, D. C., November 26, 1918. 
To the American People: One 
year ago twenty-two million 
Americans, by enrolling as 
members of the Red Cross at 
Christmas time, sent to the 
men who were fighting eur bat- 
tles overseas ae stimulating 
message of cheer and goud will. 
They made it clear that our 
people were of their own free 
choice united with their gov- 
ernment in the determination 
not only to wage war with the 
instruments of destruction, 
but also by every means in 
their power to repair the rav- 
ages of the invader and sustain 
and renew the spirit of the 
army and of the homes which 
they represented. The friends 
of the American. Red Cross in 
Italy, Belgium and France have 
told, and will tell again, the 


atest of how the Red Cross

hospitals, in the camps, and at 
the cantonments, and we ought 
to be very proud that we have 
been permitted to be of service 
to those whose sufferings and 
whose glory are the heritage of 
humanity. 

Now, by God’s grace, the Red 
Cross Christmas message of 
1918 is to be a message of peace 
as well as a message of good 
will, But peace does not mean 
that we can fold our hands. It 
means further’ sacrifice. Our 
membership must hold together 
and be increased for the great 
tasks to come. We must prove 
conclusively to an _e attentive 
world that America is perma- 
nently aroused to the needs of 
the new era, our old indiffer- 
ence gone forever. 

The exact nature of the fu- 
ture service of the Red Cross 
will depend on the program of 
the associated governments, 
but there is immediate need 
today for every heartening 
word and for everv helpful 
service. We must not forget 
that our soldiers and our sail- 
ors are still under orders and 
still have duties to perform of 
the highest consequences and 
that the Red Cross Christmas 
membership means a great deal 
to them. The people of the 
saddened lands, moreover, re- 
turning home today where 
there are no homes must have 
theassurance that the hearts 
of our people are with them in 
the dark and doubtful days 
ahead. Let us, so far as we 
can, help them back to faith in 
mercy and in future  happi- 
ness, 

As president of the Red Cross, 
conscious in this great hour of 
the value of such @&@ messagé 
from the American people, I 
should be glad if every Ameri- 
can would join the Red Cross 
for 1919 and thus send forth to 
the whole human family the 
Christmas greeting for which it 
waits and for which it stands 


in greatest need.

HOW BRITISH TROOPS 
ENTERED COLOGNE. 

Amsterdam, December 8.—The Co- 
logne Gazette in its issue of Friday 
last describes the entry of the Brit- 
ish into Cologne, 

“A cavalry regiment in marching 
equipments, with machine guns, ap- 
proached along the Duernerstrasse, 
while along the streets of the old 
ramparts marched other troops, 
which assembled in the Aachener- 
thor. 

“The public remained calm and 
reserved with some exceptions, 
mainly vouths,” The Gazette asserts. 
“Involuntarily, the mind recalled the 
picture presented a few days earlier 
by our returning troops and the 
comparisons drawn were truly not 
unfavorable to our field grays. 

“Several detachments of cavalry 
moved along the 
strasse, the officers 
swords, the men 
some with lances with 
red and white flags. 
at the Luxemberger ramparts, where 
they placed numerous baggage wag- 
ons and armored motor cars. Here, 
too, it was mainly street youths who 
gathered. Several British officers 
went to the town hall to discuss with 
the burgomaster the next measures 
to be taken.”

GERMAN FACTIONS 
SEEMINGLY REACH 
PARTING OF WAYS 


Rerlin, December 8.—The rioting 
of Friday in Berlin, the mysterious 
raid on the executive committee of 
the soldiers’ and workmen’s coun- 
cil, and the demonstration by sol- 
diers and sailors on behalf of Chan- 


‘cellor Ebert/(when he was acclaim- 


ed as president of the republic, but 
set aside the honor), have intensi- 
fied the existing gap between the 
two wings of the social democracy, 
which seem now more than ever 
hopelessly divided. 

Political onlookers are wondering 
today whether the Ebert and Haase 
factions have reached the parting 
of the ways, and are asking what 
will the attitude of the Berlin 
regiments from the front when they 
arrive home this week. 

Killed and 50 Wounded. 

Thé clash between government 
troops and followers of the Sparta- 
cus, or radical group, resulted in 
from twelve to sixteen persons be- 
ing killed, according to various re- 
ports. The number of wounded is 
not expected’ to exceed fifty. Sev- 
eral girls who were passengers on 
a street car were among those 
killed, 

It appears that the audience from 
one of the three meetings of desert- 
ers from the army was marching 
northward in Chaussee strasse to 
join the audience from a meeting 
held in a hall further north. The 
fusilier guards werg drawn up at 
the intersection of Invaliden strasse 
and the commander warned the peo- 
ple to disperse. The marchers were 
crying “Forward! The soldiers 
won't shoot their comrades!” 

The marchers tried to pierce the 
line, whereupon the order to fire 
was given.

45th Infantry Boys 

Glad They Are Back 
At Local Camp Again 


Probably the happiest bunch of 
men that ever wore khaki were the 
members of the several units of the 
45th infantry of regulars that ar- 
rived Saturday night at Camp Gor- 
‘don from Camp Sheridan, Montgom- 
ery, Ala., to take up their quarters 
again here, and the fact that all 
Gordon gave the regulars a rous- 
ing welcome even increased the joy 
they felt at returning to their old 
stamping ground. 

The Forty-fifth. in company with 
the Forty-sixth, both of which were 
formed froin the old Tenth that saw 
serice in the canal zone for many 
years, were stationed several months 
at Camp Gordon last summer. In 
June the units were ordered to Camp 
Sheridan t> be filled to war strength 
and p) ed overseas. The signing 
of the armistice stopped these prep- 
arations, whici had been practically 
ended by the time peace came, and 
the Forty-fifth was ordered back 
here. 

Colonel Melville Jarvis, popular for- 
mer commander of the Forty-fifth 
when it was last at Gordon, is now 
a brigadier general in command of 
the Ninety-eighth division at Camp 
McClellan, Anniston, Ala., and Colo- 
nel Herman Glade, former lieutenant 
colonel when the regiment was here, 
heads the Forty-fifth. 

The majors of the regiment now 
are Major Fischer, of the First bat- 
talion, who was a captain at Gordon: 
Major Dana Palmer, an _ overseas 
man who joined the unit at Camp 
Sheridan. commands the Second bat- 
talion, and Major Whitman, also an 
overseas man who joined the regi- 
ment at Sheridan, heads the Third 
battalion.

BRUNSWICK NEGRO 
HELD FOR KILLING 


Brunswick, Ga., December 8&.— 
(Special.)—After deliberating on the 
case for three or four days, the cor- 
oner’s jury investigating the murder 
of former Alderman B. F. Jonés, who 
was shot and killed on Monday by 
Ben Jorden, colored, yesterday 
brought in a verdict that Mr. Jones 


came to his death from a pistol shot 
fired by the negro, and recommend- 
ed that he be held for murder. 

It appears that very little addi- 
tional evidence was brought out dur- 
ing the hearing. The only eyewit- 
ness to the murder was the wife of 
the negro, who claims that her hus- 
band walked into the house and 
opened fire, killed the ex-alderman 
and wounding her. 

Mr. Jones, she says, was at her 
house delivering some deeds and in- 
surance papers in connection with 
some business transaction between 
them. Svidence brought out sus- 
tained her statement, the papers in 
question having been found right 
after the shooting, one of them in 
Mr. Jones’ pocket and another on 
the floor. The trial of Jorden will 
come up in the superior court next 
month. is 


7 U. S. SEAMEN LOST 
WHEN BOAT CAPSIZES 


Paris, December 8.—One officer 
and six men of the American de- 
stroyer Lansdale were drowned 
Saturday when attempting to re- 
join the ship, according to a Ha- 
vas dispatch from Tangier. 

They were of a party of thirty 
officers and men who had spent 
the afternoon in the Moroccan sea- 
port and were returning to the 
Lansdale when their boat capsized 
in a heavy sea. 


The destroyer Lansdale was 
launched Quincy, Mass., July 22 
last. The »stroyer was named in 
memory of Lieutenant Philip Van 
Horn Lansdale, U. S. N., who was 
killed while suppressing an insur- 
rection in Samoa in 1899.
